if the good side had started to sicken. This is a great 
effect, and makes the overall disguise look more 
realistic. 

STEP 4 

Finally, I painted black skull-like openings on the 
nose and red and blue blood vessels over the white. 
The head bandage helped complete the effect (a 
special gauze that sticks to itself, called Gauztex, 
is very handy for this kind of job). Before adding 
the "blood" over the red. I brushed on lightly a 
little regular soap so that the blood would not 
"crawl" (bunch up into drops) on the greasepaint.

Originality and honesty were the traits which 
won his show such a following. You'd turn his pro- 
gram on, and there, for about the 5th time in as 
many months, was another airing of ATOMIC 
SUBMARINE. Most movie hosts would have 
opened the show with, "Well, we’ve got another 
great movie for you tonight!” . . . but not Ghoul- 
ardi. 

“Hey. group, you won't believe!" he exclaims to 
his 500,000 viewers in a beatniky manner. ‘‘We've 
got another real dog on tonight -and this one 
must have cost the producer at least 50<P to 
make . . !” 

It got to a point where the station supplied him 
with so many grade-Z films that the horror host 
changed the name of his program to "Friday Night 
at the Cheapies,” with the polka, “Who Stole the 
Kishka?" as his opening theme song. 

MAILA “VAMPIRA " NURMI’S old haunting 
ground, Los Angeles, was taken over by Fred 
Stuthman - who hosts the Jeepers Creepers T'V 
show. The vast audience of this particular program 
is pretty nicely reflected by the huge membership 
of its fan club, ably run by Mark Shepard, who 
is also a governor in the L.A. Count Dracula So- 
ciety. 

And then popped up something I’d been dream- 
ing of for years; something I would have eventually 
started myself if no one else did. You (older 
readers) think The Playboy Clubs are something? 
Now they've got Monster Clubs! Publisher Jim 
Warren & FJA smile quietly when asked about the 
part they played in creating the chain of macabre 
nite-spots. 

LOS ANGELES set the pace, when in June, The 
Haunted House had its gala opening near Holly- 
wood & Vine. Exclusive pictures of this club will 
appear in a future issue of FM. 

The atmosphere begins at the sidewalk with a 
pair of tomb-like doors opening into a 65-foot 
corridor lined with mechanized monsters (Dracula, 
The Wolf Man, etc.) and other original set-ups. 
Electric eye mechanisms trigger voice, music and 
sound effects. 

Main room atmosphere is that of a cave, and 
the bandstand is a giant open mouth of a mon- 
ster with moving green eyes and steaming nostrils. 
Corner bar is lighted by skull-configured chande- 
lier, which another mechanized monster occasion- 
ally attempts to saw away. 

SIMILAR ATMOSPHERE can be found in 
Houston, Texas, site of the Vampires Haunt Club 
which offers music, dancing, steaks and liquor. 
Doubtles^, you’ve got to be an over-18 "vampire” 


in order to be admitted to the Haunt Club. 

A Halloween record furnishes music at the 
door, and the motif is carried throughout. Mon- 
sters are inside the somber, dimly-lit rooms, and 
a hideous graveyard outside has one of the corpses 
his arm sticking out of the ground, reaching sky- 
ward. 

Specialties at the bar are Vampire’s Blood 
Cocktail — "Drink It, Or If .You Don’t, the Vam- 
pires Will,” and Moon Monster Cocktail. Ghosts 
and skeletons fly around at will. 

COMIC VAUGHN MEADER, who achieved 
over-nite fame a few years ago with his Jack Ken- 
nedy mimicry, says he's planning to cash-in on the 
monster craze too, and wants to open a nite club 
in New York called Dracula’s Castle.
